(1.) Germany must develop its 
resources by increasing taxes and 
it must reduce its expenses. 

(2.) The Reparations Commis- 
sion must accept the principle of 
a partial moratorium for four 


ears. 
=i (3.) The Allied. governments 
must restore unity and liberty to 
German economy. 

(4.) Germany must obtain a 
loan of $00,000,000 gold marks. 


CAN PAY THEN 

If the above conditions are ful- 
filled Germany will be able to make 
the followi payments: 

“Billion gold marks during 1924; 
1,235,000,000 gold marks in 1925; 
1,200,000,000 gold marks to 
406,000,000 gold marks, according 
to revenues, in 1926; 1,750,000,000 
gold marks to ,2,000,000,000 gold 
marks in 1927.

A special organization headed by 
the “director or reparations” will 
control the transfer of German 
money across the German fron- 
tiers and assure stability of ex- 
change in the interested countries. 

Guarantees and sanctions 
against Germany are left open for 
discussion by all the interested 
governments. 

The experts do not fix the num- 
ber of annual payments or the to- 
tal German debt. The experts 
recommend that a new commit- 
tee of experts be formed fn order 
to study and work out the details 
of the plan for placing mortgages 
on German industry which is com- 
plete in this report. 

The experts admit themselves 
incompetent and unauthorized to 
deal with the political and mili- 
tary sanctions against Germany, 
but they presume that if Ger- 
many accepts the plan and exe- 
cutes it faithfully such sanctions 
will not be necessary.

Washington in the last few days 
in support of the Dill bill which 
would permit of the use of any 
musical Work over the radio re- 
gardiess of copyright or royalty 
payment. 

The telegrams and letters from 
one Congressional! district in Cal- 
ifornia—that of Congressman 
Lineberger of Long Beach-——today 
totaled more than 1000 and theese 
communications were all sub- 
mitted to the Senate Committee 
on Patents which will start hear- 
ings tomorrow on this measure 
which, if enacted, will clarify the 
law of copyright so that no royal- 
ties of any kind can be collected 
on any musical offering broadcast 
by radio. 

Associated composers, artists 
and singers are attempting to con- 
tinue in force the present copy- 
right limitations under which suite 
have been begun to collect on 
musical compositions because the 
same were broadcast by radio 
at different points in the United 
States 


Witnesses from the various de- 
partments of the government and 
from scores .of localities are ex- 
pected to demand that the radio 
be freed from all copyright res- 
trictions and the air be freed for 
the enjoyment of any musical re- 
Production either with or without 
charge for the broadcasting.

RECORD SUGAR CROP 
IN WORLD FORECAST 


AGRICULTURE DEPARTMENT 
EXPECTS 21,600,000 
TONS THIS YEAR 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Apfil 8.—A rec- 
ord world sugar crop is forecast 
im reports received by the De- 
partment of Agriculture, indicating 
a production of 21,600,000 short 
tons this year, as compared with 
20,400,000 short tons last year and 
the previous record crop of 21,- 
000,000 short tons in 1913-14. 

This. year’s forecast indicates a 
eane pr ction of 71 per cent and 
a sugar beet production of 29 per 
cent, whereas in 1913-14 nearly 50 
per cent of the total supply was 
beet sugar of which more than $0 
per cent was of European origin. 

Beet sugar production this year 
}ia expected to be about 6,200,000 
tons; the Cuban cro of cane 
sugar is forecast at 4,271,000 tons. 
The Louisiana crop is short, but 
is more than offset by the larger 
beet sugar production of conti- 
nental United States.

If party lines were strictly followed a 
Republican President would be named, Cool- 
idge, of course; for the Republicans havo 
a majority of the representation in twenty- 
two States, the Democrats in twenty-one 
States, and in five States the representa- 
tion is equally divided. But a switch of 
one vote from the Republican to the Demo- 
cratic side in any of eight States would 
‘break the Republican majority. 

The people will express their preference 
in November, and it is devoutly to be hoped 
that one party will secure a clear majority. 
The unrest following the war is not yet 
wholly allayed. It would be increased if 
the choice of a President were to be left 
to the present House, probably one-third of 
whose membership will be retired in the 
November elections. 

But the La Follette group are not con- 
cerned about the general prosperity of the 
country, they are concerned with their 
petty ambitions. The Times is of the opin- 
fon that, as the campaign proceeds, the 
people will sense the real motive behind 
the third-party movement and that the elec- 
torate of even the “doubtful States” will 
not permit themselves to be uspd as cat’s- 
paws to pull Radical-Progressive chestnuts 
out of the fire. :

The Automobile Club of South- 
ern California yesterday issued the 
following special bulletin on foot- 
and-mouth disease quarantine reg- 
ulations affecting motor travel and 
roads: 

Motorists may travel from one 
county into another on main high- 
ways but are subjected to disinfec- 
tant proceedings at all county lines. 
Dogs and othen pets cannot be 
transported by motorists across 
lines. All of the in 
Los Angeles county (an many 
ethers) and the city parks here 
have been ordered closed. 

The State of Arizona allows travel 
to enter its territory from Call- 
fornia only by two roads, Yuma 


route and the WNeedles-Topock 
Road. Motorists going into Ari- 
Zona must pass rigid inspection 


and their cars as Well as the oc- 
cupants and contents are disin- 
fected. No dogs or pets of any 
kind allowed to fross the State line 
into ‘Arizona. 

NEVADA: Motor travel into the 
Btate of Nevada to date has not 
been interrupted on any highway 
leading from California. Rigid 
euerantine regulations, however, 
are being enforced and provisions 
are now being planned for the in- 
spection and disinfection of auto- 
mobiles entering that State. Atl 
main highways in the State of 
Nevada are open—only those of 
minor importance in the cattle anid 
Gairy districts being closed.

Killing of 
exposed animals is proceeding on a 
large scale. 


SAN DIEGO, April §.—So far no 
trace of the foot-and mouth dis- 
ease has been found in this county. 
The Board of Supervisors has or- 
dered disinfectants placed on the 
leading highways through which 
wagons and automobiles must pass 
te enter the county. Dep. Dist.-At- 
ty. Lee will go to Los Angeles to 
morrow to assist seven district at- 
torneys of Southern California in 
drawing up uniform quarantine 
regodilations. 


PASADENA, April &.—Califor- 
nia shippers of choice lambs to the 
East have adopted express refrig- 
erator service since the foot-and- 
mouth disease broke out. said R. E. 
M. Cowie, president of the Ameri- 
can Exprese Company. here on a 
trip. The embargo prevents raisers 
of lambs from shipping to the Bast, 
so they have adopted a policy of 
slaughtering the lambe here and 
shipping the meat. California sup- 
plies the choicest spring lambs for 
the Eastern trade, according to Mr. 
Cowie. 


POMONA, April 8.—No move- 
ment of live stock is permitted 
here. Rabbits and chickens bound 
for immediate slaughter may be 
removed under regulations. All 
dairies are being inspected at 
regular intervals. 


VAN NUYS. April 8.—A herd of 
1100 hogs was killed today by of- 
ficers enforcing the  foot-and- 
mouth disease regulations. This 
made up the last of the infected 
herd at the Goodwyn Ranch at 
Pacemore. 


VISALIA, April &.—Tulare coun- 
ty remains free of the foot and 
mouth disease. Several suspected 
eases on the Reid Land and De- 
velopment Company ranch near 
Ducor are being watched closely. 


DENVER, April &.—Seventy-six 
calves have been isolated at the 
Union Stockyards as suspected suf-| 
ferers from the foot-and-mouth 
disease. Dr. W. E. Cotton. field 
investigator for the Bureau of An- 
imal Husbandry, arrived . from 
Washington today and will decide 
the nature of the ailment. Until 
this is determined the embargo on 
outgoing shipments will continue. 


PHOENIX, April &.—Automo- 
bile travel into Arizona from Cal- 
ifornia will be stopped at 6 a.m. 
Friday, the 11th inst. Meanwhile 
cars entering will be fumigated 
thoroughly and suepected contents 
destroyed.
